COAL MINES (NATIONALISATION) ACT, 1973 
No. 26 OF 1973 

[30th May 1973] 

An Act to provide for the acquisition and transfer of the righu title 
and interest of the owners in respect of the coal mines specified 
in the schedule with a view to rc-ojrganising and reconstructing 
such coal mines so as to ensure the rational, co-ordinated and 
scientific development and utilisation of coal rcsourses consistent 
with the growing requirements of the country, in order that the 
0 vnership and control of such resources arc vested in the State 
and thereby so distributed as best to subserve the common good 
and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-fourth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows ;— 


CHAPTER T 


Preliminary 

1. (/) This Act may be called the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1973. 

(2) Tile provisions of sections 30 and 3! shall come into force at once and 
the rciiiauiing provisions of this Act shall be deemed to have come into force on 
the 1st day of May, 1973. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(n) “appointed day” means the 1st day of May, 1973; 

(b) “coal mine” means a mine in which there exists one or more seams 
of coal;

(c) “company” means a company as defined in section 3 of the Com¬ 
panies Act, 1956, and includes a foreign company within the moaning of 
section 591 of that Act; 

(d) “Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Payments appointed 
under section 17; 

(e) “Custodian” means the Custodian appointed under sub-section 
(2) of section 11, to take over, or carry on, the management of a coal mine; 

(/) “Government company” has the meaning assigned to it by section 
617 of the Companies Act, 1956; 

(g) “managing contractor" means the person, or body of persons, who, 
with the previous consent, in writing, of the State Government, lias entered 
into an arrangement, contract or understanding, with the owner of a coal 
mine under which the operations of the coal mine are substantially controlled 
by such person or body of persons; 

(/j) “mine” means any excavation where any operation for the purpose 
of searching for or obtaining minerals has been or is being carried on, and 
includes— 

(/) all borings and bore holes; 

(ii) all shafts, whether in the course of being sunk or not; 

(HI) all levels and inclined planes in the course of being driven; 

(jv) all open cast workings; 

(v) all conveyors or aerial ropeways provided for bringing into 
or removal from a mine of minerals or other articles or for the 
removal of refuse therefrom; 

(vi) all lands, buildings, works, adits, levels, planes, machinery 
and equipments, instruments, stores, vehicles, railways, tramways 
and sidings in, or adjacent to, a mine and used for the purposes 
of the mine; 

(vii) all workshops (including buildings, machinery, instruments, 
stores, equipment of such workshops and the lands on which such 
Avorkshops stand) in, or adjacent to, a mine and used substantially 
for the purposes of the mine or a number of mines under the same 
management; 

(viii). all coal belonging to the owner of the mine, whether in stock 
or in transit, and all coal under production in a mine; 

(ix) all power .stations in a mine or operated primarily for supplying 
electricity for the purpose of working the mine or a number of mines 
under the same management;

3. (/) On the appointed day, the right, title and inteicit uf theowneis. in relation 
to the coal mines specified in the Schedule bhall stand transferred to, and shall 
vest absolutely in, the Central Government free from all incumbrances.

7. C7) Every liahilUy of the owner, agent, manager or managing contractor 
of a coal mine, in respect of any period prior to the appointed day, shall be the 
liability of such owner, agent, manager or managing contractor, as the case may 
bo, and shall be enforceable agmnst him and not against the Central Government 
or the Government company. 

(2) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that— 

(a) save as otherwise provided elsewhere in this Act, no claim for wages,

9. (i) In consideration of the retrospective operation of the provisions of 
sections 3, 4 and 5, there shall be given by the Centrfd Government, in cash, to the 
owner of every coal mine or group of coal mines specified in the Schedule, an 
amount equal to the amount wliicli would have been, but for the provisions of 
the said sections 3, 4 and 5. payable to such owner under Ihc Coal Mines (Taking 
Over of Management) Act, 1973, for the period commencing on the 1st day of May, 
1973, and ending on the date on which this Act receives the assent of the President. 

( 2 ) In addition to the amount referred to in sub-section (i), there shall be 
given by the Central Government, in cash, to the owner of every coal min e or group 
of coal mines specified in the Schedule, simple interest at the rate of four per cent, 
per annum on the amouni specified against such owner in the corresponding entry 
in the fifth column of the ScLeduic for the period conmicncing on the date on 
which this Act receives the assent of the President and ending on the date on which 
payment of such amount is made by the Central Government to ^the Commi¬ 
ssioner. 

(3) The amounts referred to in sub-section (I) and sub-section (2) shall be 
in addition to the amount specified in the Schedule. 

10. (7) Where, in pursuance of any decree, order or injunction of a court or 
otherwise, the Central Governmeut or the Custodian appointed under the Coal 
Mines (Taking Over of Management) Act, 1973, was prevented from taking over 
the management of any coal mine, the owner of such coal mine shall render, with¬ 
in sixl^f days from the date '-■n w'hicb msuagement of the coal mine is deli’'crod to 
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the Central Government or Government company, as the case may be, accounts 
in relation to the period commencing on the date of commencement of the said 
Act and ending on the date of delivery of such management to the Central Govern¬ 
ment or the Government company, as the case may be, with regard to the— 

(a) assets and stores of the coal mine acquired or sold by him during the 
said period; 

(b) coal sold or despatched during^thc said period; 

(c) income derived by him from the coal mine during the said period. 

(2) If, on examination of the accounts referred to in sub-section (/), any 
income is found to have been derived by the owner from the coal mine during 
the period referred to in that sub-section, such income shall be recoverable by the 
Central Government from the amoimt payable under section 8 to the owner of 
such coal mine, and, the debt due to the Central Government on this account 
shall rank as an unsecured debL 

(1) If no account is rendered by the owner of a coal mine within the period 
referred to in sub-section (/) or if the Central Government or the Gover nme nt 
company has any reason to believe that the account rendered by such owner is 
incorrect or false in material particulars, the Central Government or the Govern¬ 
ment company may refer the matter to the Commissioner and thereupon the Com¬

Custodian was prevented, by any decree, order oriiyunction of a court or other¬ 
wise, from taking over the management of the said coal mine. 

CHAPTER rV 

Management, etc., of coal mines 

11. (I) The general superintendence, direction, control and management of 
the affairs and business of a coal mine, the right, title and interest of an owner in 
relation to which have vested in the Central Government under section 3, shall,— 

(a) in the case of a coal mine in relation to which a direction has been 
made by the Central Government under sub-section (7) of section 5, vest 
in the Government company specified in such direction, or 

(b) in the case of a coal mine in relation to which no such direction has 
been made by the Central Government, vest in one or more Custodians 
appointed by the Central Government under sub-section (2), 

and thereupon the Government company so specified or the Custodian so appoint¬ 
ed, as the case may be, shall be entitled to exercise all such powers and do all 
such things as the owner of the coal mine is authorised to exercise and do. 

(2) The Central Government may appoint an individual or a Government 
company as the Custodian of a coal mine in relation to which no direction has 
been made by it under sub-section (i) of section 
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12. (7) On the vesting of the management of a coal mine in a Government 
company or on the appointment of a Custodian, all persons in charge of the 
management of such coal mine immediately belorc such vesting or appointment, 
shall be bound to deliver to the Government company or the Custodian, as the 
case may be, all assets, books of account, registers or other documents in their 
custody relating to the coal ntine. 

(2) The Central Government may issue such directions as it may deem desir¬ 
able in the circumstances of the case to the Government company or Custodian 
as to its or his powers and duties and the Government company or Custodian 
may also, if it or ho so desires, apply to the Central Government at any time for 
instructions as to the manner in which the management of the coal mine shall 
be conducted by it or him or in relation to any other matter arising in the course 
of such management 

(3) The Custodian shall receive from the funds of the coal mine, in relation 
to which he or it is tha Custodian, such remuneration as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may fix and shall hold office during the pleasure of the Central Government. 

13. The Custodian of every coal mine shall maintain the accounts of such 
mine in such manner and under such conditions as may be prescribed. 

CHAPTER V 

Provisions relating to employees op coal mines 

14. (7) Every person whoisa workman within the meaning of the industrial 
14 of 1947 Disputes Act, 1947, and has been, immediately before the appointed day, in the 

employment of a coal mine shall become, on and from the appointed day, an 
employee of the Central Government or, as the case may be, of the Government 
company in which the right, title and interest of such mine have vested under this 
Act, and shall bold office or service in the coal mine with the same rights to pen¬ 
sion, gratuity and other matters as would have been admissible to him if the 
rights in relation to such coal mine had not been transferred to, and vested in, 
the Central Government or the Government company, as the case may be, and con¬ 
tinue to do so unless and until his employment in such coal mine is duly terminat¬ 
ed or until his remuneration, terms and conditions of employment are duly 
altered by the Central Government or the Government company, 

(2) The Central Government or the Government company in which the right, 
title and interest in relation to a coal mine have vested, may employ, on mutually 
acceptable terms and conditions, any person who is not a workman within the 

14 of 1947 meaning of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, and who has been, immediately 
before the appointed day, in the employment of a coal mine, and on such employ¬ 
ment the said person shall become an employee of the Central Government or 
the Government company, as the case may be. 

(3) Save as otherwise provided in sub-sections (1) and (2), the services of 
every person employed by the owner or occupier of a coal mine before the appoint¬ 
ed day shall stand terminated on and from the specified date, 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disputes Act, 

14 of 1947, 1947, or in any other law for the time being in force, the transfer of the services 

of any officer or other employee of a coal mine to any other mine shall not entitle 
such officer or other employee to any compensation under this Act or any other 
law for the time being in force and no such claim shall be entertained by any 
court, tribunal or other authority. 
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(5) Where, under the terms of any contract of service or otherwise, an 
person whose services become terminated or whose services become transferred 
to the Central Government or a Government company hy reason of the provisions 
of this Act is entitled to any payment by way of gratuity or retirement benefits 
or for any leave not availed of, or any other benefits, such person may enforce 
his claim against the owner of the coal mine but not against the Central Govern¬ 
ment or the Government company. 

15. (J) Where a coal mine has established a provident fund, superannuation, 
welfare or other fund for the benefit of its employees, the monies relatable to th^ 
employees, whose services have become transferred by or under this Act to the 
Central Government or a Government company shall, out of the monies standing, 
on the appointed day, to the credit of such provident fund, superannuation, welfare 
or other fund, stand nansferred to, and vest m, the Central Government or the 
Government company, as the case may be. 

(2) The momes which stand transferred, under sub-section (7), to the Cential 
Government or a Government company shall be dealt with by that Government 
01 company, as the case may be, in such manner as may be prescribed. 

16. Where the employment ofan employee stands terminated by reason of sub¬ 
section (d) of section 14 and such employee is not employed by the owner of the 
coal mine m any of his other establishments, such owner shall pay to such employee 
the amount standmg at his credit in the provident fund and also pay him the 
amounts due to h;m as superannuation, welfare and other benefits admissible to 
him as if the employee had superannuated or his service with the coal mine had 
terminated on the day immediately preceding the specified date. 

CHAPTER VI 

Commissioner of Paymenis 

17. (i) Fol the purpose of disbursing the amounts payable to the owner of each 
coal mine or group of coal mines, the Central Government shall appoint such person 
as It may think fit to be the Commissioner of Payments. 

( 2 ) The Central Government may appoint such other persons as it may think 
fit to assist the Commissionei and thereupon the Commissioner may authorise one 01 
moie of such persons to also exeicise all or any of tjie powers exercisable by him 
under tins Act, and diilerent persons may be authorised to exercise diffeient powers. 

( ) Any person authorised by the Commissioner to exercise any powers may 
gXercise those powers in the same manner and with the same effect as if they have 
been conferred on that person directly by this Act and not by way of authorisation. 

( f) The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner and othei persons ap¬ 
pointed under this section shall be defrayed out of the Consolidated Fund of India. 

18. (J) The Central Government shall, within thirty days from the specified 
date, pay, m cash, to the Commissioner for payment to the owner of a coal mine, 
an amount equal to the amount specified against the coal mine in the Schedule and 
shall also pay to the Commissioner such sums as may be due to the owner of a 
coal mine under section 9, 

(2) In addition to the sum referred to in sub-section (J), the Central 
Government shall pay, in cash, to the Commissioner, such amount as may become 
due to the owner of a coal mine in relation to any period, after the appointed 
day, during which the management of the coal mine remains vested in the Central 
Government. 
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(5) A deposit account shall bo opened by the Central Government, in favour 
of the Commissioner, in the Public Account of India, and every amount paid under 
this Act to the Commissioner shall be deposited by him to the credit of the said 
deposit account in the Public Account of India, and thereafter the said deposit 
account shall be operated by the Commissioner. 

(4) Separate records shall be maintained by the Commissioner in respect 
of each coal mine in relation to which payments have been made to him under this 
Act. 

(.jJ Interest accruing on the amounts standing to the credit of the deposit 
account referred to in sub-scction (3) shall enure to the benefit of the owners of 
coal mines, 

(6) References in this section to the owner of a coal mine shall, in relation 
Co a group of coal mines specified in the Schedule, be construed as references to 
the owner of that group of coal mines. 

19. (I) The Central Government or the Government company, as the case 
may be, shall cause the books in relation to each coal mine, the management of 
which has vested in it under the Coal Mines (Taking Over of Management) Act, 
15 of 197.1 1973, to be closed and balanced as on the dale immediately before the appointed 

day, and shall cause a statement of accounts, as on that day, to be prepared, 
within such time, in such form and in such manner as may be prescribed, in 
relation to each such mine in respect of the transactions effected by it during the 
period for which the management of such coal mine remained vested in it: 

Provided that where two or more coal mines were owned, before the com¬ 
mencement of this Act, by the same owner, a consolidated statement of accounts 
may be prepared for all the coal mines owned by such owner. 

(2) All amounts received by the Central Government or the Government 
company after the closure of such accounts shall, where such accounts relate to 
transactions effected before the appointed day, bo included in the said state¬ 
ment of accounts in respect of the coal mine to which the said receipt relates. 

(3) The Central Government or the Government company in which the 
right, title and interest of coal mine stand vested shall be entitled to receive, 
up to the specified date, to the exclusion of all other persons, any money, due to 
the coal mine, realised after the appointed day notwithstanding that the realisations 
pertain to a period prior to the appointed day: 

Provided that where such realisations have not been included in the state¬ 
ment of accounts as on the day immediately before the appointed day, a supple¬ 
mentary statement of accounts shall be prepared and furnished, at such intervals 
as may be prescribed, by the Central Government or the Government companv 
to the owner of the coal mine. 

(4) The liabilities of the coal mine (not being liabilities arising out of advances 
made by the Central Government or the Government company), which could not 
be discharged by the appointed day, may bo discharged by the Central Govern¬ 
ment or the Government company up to the specified date, and every payment 
so made shall be included in the statement of acebunts as on the day immediately 
before the appointed day, indicating therein the period in relation to which the 
payments were made: 

Provided that the liabilities in relation to the period prior to the appointed 
day, which have not been discharged on or before the specified dale, fhallbe 
t'l; liabilities of the owner of the coal mine. 
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(5) A copy of each statement of accounts prepared under this section shah 
be delivered by the Central Government or the Government company, as the 
case may bo, to the Commissioner and also to the owner: 

Provided that where the number of owners is more than one, only one 
copy of the statement of accounts shall be given to the owners for the benefit 
of all of them, 

(6) The statement of accounts prepared under this section shah be audited 
by a person who is qualified to bo appointed as an auditor of a company under 

section 226 of the Companies Act, 1956, and the auditor so appointed shall receive l of 1956 , 
from the funds of the coal mine, such remuneration as the Central Government 
may fix. 

(7) The audit of the statement of accounts shall be conducted in such 
manner as the Central Government may direct. 

20. Every person having a claim against the owner of a coal mine shall prefer 
such claim before the Commissioner within thirty days from the specified date: 

Provided that if the Commissioner is satisfied that the claimant was prevented 
by sufficient cause from preferring the claim within the said period of thirty days, 
he may entertain the claim within a further period of thirty days but not thereafter. 

21. (I) Every person employed by the owner of a coal mine or group of coal 
mines may make a claim to the Commissioner to the eflFect that the sums deducted 
under sub-section (4) of section 7 of the Coal Mines (Taking Over of Manage¬ 
ment) Act, 1973, arc not sufficient to meet fully the amount of arrears due to 15 of 1973. 
him, on the appointed day within the meaning of that Act, from the owner of 

such coal mine or group of coal mines,— 

(a) in relation to a provident fund, pension fund, gratuity fund or any 

other fund established for the welfare of the persons employed by the owner 

of a coal mine or group of coal mines, or 

(b) as wages, 

nd that a sum equal to the deficiency may be recovered from the amount 
specified in the Schedule against the owner of such coal mine or group 
of coal mines. 

(2) Where a claim is made under sub-section (7), the Commissioner shall 
determine the extent of the dcficiercy ard shall, after fveh c’clcimii alien, e’ec’iM 
in the first instance, out of the amount paid to him under section 8, a .sum eqi al to 
the extent of the deficiency determined by him under this sub-section. 

(3) All sums deducted by the Commissioner under sub-section (2) shall, 
in accordance with such rules as may be made under this Act, be credited by 
the Commissioner to the relevant fund or be paid to the persons to whom such 
sums are due, and on such credit or payment, the liability of the owner in respect 
of all the amounts of arrears due as aforesaid shall stand discharged. 

(4) The deductions made by the Commissioner under sub-section (2) shall 
have priority over all other debts, whether secured or unsecured. 

22. (/) Save as otherwise provided in section 21, every secured debt due 
from the owner of a coal mine or group of coal mines shall have priority over all 
other debts and shall be paid in accordance with the rights and interests of the 
secured creditors. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being 
m force, there shall be paid in priority to all other unsecured debts, not being the 
amounts advanced by the Central Government or the Custodian appointed

23. (7) The Commissioner shall fix a certain date on or before which every 
claimant shall file the proof of his claim or be excluded from the benefit of the 
disbursement made by the Commissioner. 

(2) Not less than fourteen days* notice of the date so fixed shall be 
given by advertisement in one issue of the daily newspaper in the English 
language and one issue of the daily newspaper in the regional language as the 
Commissioner may consider suitable, and every such notice shall call upon the 
claimant to file th(? proof of his claim with the Commissioner within the time 
specified in the advertisement.

(7) A claimant who is dissatisfied with the decision of the Commissioner 
may prefer an appeal against the decision to the principal civil court of original 
Jurisdiction within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the coal mine is situated: 

Provided that where a person who is a Judge of a High Court is appointed 
to be the Commissioner, such appeal shall lie to the High Court for the State 
in which the coal min e is situated, and such appeal shall be heard and disposed 
of by not less than two Judges of that High Court. 

24. Where, after meeting the claims admitted by him, of secured creditors, 
and unsecured creditors having priority under sub-section (2) of section 22, 
the total amount of claims of other unsecured creditors admitted by the Com¬ 
missioner, does not exceed the total amount of the money credited to the account 
of a coal mine, every such admitted claim shall be paid in full and the balance, 
if any, shall be paid to the owner, but where such amount is insufficient to meet 
in full the total amount of the admitted claims, all such claims shall abate in 
equal proportions and be paid accordingly. 

25. Every amount advanced by the Central Government or the Custodian, 
as the case may be, for the management of a coal mine during the period in which

(/) Where ani machinery, equipment or other property in a coal mine has 
vested in the Central Government or a Government company under this Act, 
but such machine!). equipment or other prepetty docs not belong to the owner 
of such coal mine, the amount specified in the fifth column of the Schedule 
against such coal mine shall, on a refei-ence made to it by the Commissioner, 
be apportioned by the court between the owner of such coal mine and 
the owner of such machinery, equipment or other property having due 
regard to the value of such machinery, equipment or other ptoperty on the appoint¬ 
ed day.

(a) having in his possession, custody or control any property forming 
part of the undertaking of any coal mine referred to m the Schedule wrong¬ 
fully withholds such property from the Central Government or the Govern¬ 
ment company, or 

(b) wrongfully obtains possession of, or retains, any property forming 
part of the undertaking of any coal mine specified in the Schedule or 
wilfully withholds or fails to furnish to the Central Government or any 
jierson specified by that Government, any document relating to such coal 
mine which may be in his possession, custody or control or fails to deliver 
to the Custodian any assets, books of account, registers or other documents 
in his custody relating to the coal mine in respect of which a Custodian has 
been appointed, or 

(f) wrongfully removes or destroys any property of any coal mine or 
prefers any claim under this Act which he knows or has reasonable cause to 
believe to be false or grossly inaccurate, 

shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to two years, 
or with 6ne which may extend to ten thousand rupees, or with both. 

31. (1) Where an offence under this Act has been committed by a company, 
every person who at the time the offence was committed was in charge of, and was 
responsible to, the company for the conduct of the business of the company as well 
as the company, shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to 
be proceeded against and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-scction shall render any such 
person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was committed with¬ 
out his knowledge or that he had exercised all due diligence to prevent the com¬ 
mission of such offence. 

{2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (7), where any ofifence 
under this Act has been committed by a company and it is proved that the 
ofience has been committed with the consent or connivance of, or is attri¬ 
butable to, any neglect on the part of any director, manager, secretary or other 
officer of the company, such director, manager, secretary or other officer shall be 
deemed to be guilty of that offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and 
punished accordingly. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this section,— 

(a) “company” means any body corporate and includes a firm or other 
association of individuals; and 

(h) “director”, in relation to a firm, means a partner in the firm. 

32. No proceeding for the winding up of a mining company, the right, title and 
interest in relation to the coal mine owned by which have vested in the Central 
Government or a Government company under this Act or for the appointment 
of a receiver in respect of the business of the company, shall lie in any court 
except with the consent of the Central Government. 

33. (7) The Central Government may, by notification, direct that all or any 
of the powers exercisable by it under this Act may also be exercised by any 
person or persons as may bo specified in the notification. 
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(7) Whenever any delegation of power i£ made under sub-section (1), the 
person to whom such power has been delegated shall act under the direction, 
control and supervision of the Central Government. 

34. (7) The Central Government may, by notification, make rules to 
oBiry out the provisions of this Act. 

(7) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, namely:— 

(a) the manner in which the coal mine shall be managed by a Govem- 
insnt company or a Custodian; 

(i) the manner In which monies in any provident or other fund referred 
to in lection 15 shall be dealt with; 

(c) the form and manner in which the statement of accounts referred 
to In lection 19 ihall be prepared; 

(d) any other matter which Is required to be, or may be, preecribed, 

(5) Every rule made by the Central Government under thii Act shall be laid, 
M loon ai may be after it ii made, before each House of Parliament while it is in 
MSiion, for a total period of thirty dayi which may be comprised in one session or 
In two or more successive sessioni, and if, before the expiry of the session immedia¬ 
tely following the session or successive sessions aforesaid, both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule o» both Houses agree that the rule 
ihould not be made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so, however, that any such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule. 

35. If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the 
Central Government may, by order, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act, remove the difficulty: 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a period of two 
Yoari from the appointed day.
